CULTIVATION OF TREES AN D VINE!*. 
A t the recent meeting oi the Suite Ilorli- 
cultural Society, held in San Francisco, the 
topic, 
The Cultivation of Orchards and 
th e Tools Used Therefor,” was discussed, 
and while m uch in the line of experim ental 
reports was brought out, it was disclosed 
th at very divergent views were held upon j 
this as well as m ost other subjects p ertain -' 
ing to 
horticulture. 
T he subject was 
opened by Robert W illiam son, of Sac­ 
ram ento, who held that the style of culti­ 
vation m ust differ som ewhat witli different 
trees and soils. H is ideas and m ethod had 
changed from the m ethod he at tirst adopt­ 
ed. 
H e used to plow the soil away from 
the trees a t the tirst plowing, and then 
w ork it hack at the second plowing. 
Now 
he plowed ■first, throw ing the dirt toward 
the trees, thereby covering up and sm other­ 
ing the weeds and saving m uch hoeing. 
By subsequent plowing and cultivation the 
soil was worked hack again to the level. 
Some tim e ago his m ain idea with refer­ 
ence to cultivating orchards was to get per­ 
fect pulverization of the soil on the surface; 
now his m ain idea is to get depth in stir­ 
ring the soil. 
Cultivation cannot be too 
deep, providing the roots of the trees are 
not injured. H e used the plow but once in 
the season and used cultivators afterward, 
but pig-weed coming in so clogged the 
cultivators that he used plows ol'tener ant3 
cultivator less. H e plows both ways if 
th e slope of the surface allows cross-plow­ 
ing. 
He leaves about ten days between the 
first and second plowing. Last year he 
plowed his orchard four tim es and culti­ 
vated once, and the trees did better than 
ever. 
He uses a movable beam plow to 
work close to the trees. 
Jam es Shinn, of Niles, was the next 
speaker, and said his way was to turn two 
furrows against each other midway' be­ 
tween the rows of trees and then plow 
away from the trees <>n each side, using a 
one-horse plow to finish near the trees. 
H e plows thus early in the season, and 
w hen the weeds have got a good-growth he 
turns the soil back away from the trees 
and leaves a shallow dead-furrow in the 
center. 
H e believed in deep cultivation, 
and cited the case of a neighbor who had 
trusted to a complete pulverization of the 
surface. 
H e used a cultivator incessantly 
and brought the surface of the soil to a 
fineness like an ash-heap. H e never saw a 
finer cultivated orchard. 
T hat season, 
however, bis neighbor's apricots were very- 
sm all, so sm all that lie had to dry them , as 
they would not suit the tanners. 
It was 
discovered that the fiueness on top would 
not do w ithout deep stirring, because the 
soil beneath the powdered surface was hard 
and dry as a iloor. 
Senator De l ong said he plows ten inches 
deep between tlm row-: and near the trees. 
Four to six weeks afterwards he would 
cross-plow: then harrow and cross-harrow 
and rub down the surface with a clod- 
crusher made of plank. 
In both plowings 
they plow away from the trees, and the 
next year they plow toward tiie trees. 
Tile m aim er which Mr. W illiam son 
stated that he had abandoned, A. T. H atch, 
o f Holano, say’s he follows. 
11e plowed first 
away from the trees and afterwards towards 
them . 
H e had adopted the practice of 
plow ing away from the trees at the first 
plowing, because he had an idea it let the 
water run toward the tree, w here the roots 
would get it, but it m ay he that with old 
trees: it would be better to draw the water 
toward the spare between the rows than to 
draw it toward the trunks. H e never 
cross-plows, as he thinks it has a tendency 
to w ork the soil away from the trees and 
leave them standing on little m ounds. 
He 
aim s to keep the surface as level as pos­ 
sible. 
H e cultivates all the sum m er, as 
his land is verv foul. 
\V \V". Smith, also of Solano, plows tiist 
in December or January, turning the soil 
from the tr. es, finishing near the trees with 
a one-horse plow. After the first plowing 
he let- the land lie rough, and thinks this 
is a good way on land that is apt to hake.

GAPES AND EARTHWORMS, 
A. InCXt Y ork microscopist. Dr. W alker, 
of Frankliuvillc, has discovered th at the 
gape worm, producing the well-known dis­ 
ease in fowls, lives during one stage of ex­ 
istence in the earthw orm s; ju st as the 
liver fluke of sheep passes during part of 
its life in a species of snail. In a paper 
read before the Búllalo Microscopical So­ 
ciety, Dr. W alker stated that the earth­ 
worms are the host of the m inute cysts of 
the gape worms, ami the chickens in eating 
the former, also swallow the latter. Prob­ 
ably only those earthw orm s in yards where 
the fowls have run for some tim e contain 
the parasites, anil hence the fowl yards 
should be occasionally changed. 


V INE HOPPERS. 
The vine hoppers are already getting in 
th eir w ork about Cloverdale. The little 
pests look som ething like a dim inutive 
grasshopper, active as ileas. They live on 
both sides of the leaf and eat holes in 
them . The first sign o f their coming we 
observed som e of the leaves frosted around 
the edges. A t a venture we have sulphured 
lie vines, w hich cannot be very far amiss, 
as they are to be sulphured shortly any­ 
how. ' If this fails we will try buliacli.

Clean the 
m achinery, and sm ear it with this m ixture. 
After tw enty-four hours, rub clean with a 
soft linen cloth. 
Aside from keeping two or three good 
eats around house and barns, every farmer 
should remove loose boards and rubbish, 
which m ake a harbor for rats, mice and 
other verm in. 
Rats and mice destroy m ill­ 
ions of bushels of grain every year, be­ 
sides doing much damage to fruit trees and 
other property. 
The Xatoma W ater and M ining Com­ 
pany, cultivating 2,800 acres of vineyard in 
the foothills of Sacram ento county, has 
abandoned the use of irrigation for wine 
granes. The company has plenty of water 
at all times, hut experience has convinced 
th e m anagem ent th at the best w ine is 
made from grapes not irrigated, and that 
the vines thrive w ithout irrigation. 
The m am m oth grapevine, grown on the 
place of F. W. Fish, of Stillwater, and 
w hich has been for several weeks on exhi­ 
bition at the Shasta County Bank, was on 
W ednesday shipped to tiie New Orleans 
Exposition, where it will doubtless attract 
a great deal of attention. This vine shows 
an aggregate length of shoot, in a single 
year's growth, of 1D3 feet.—[Exchange. 
The orchard is not outside of w om an’s 
dom ain. < drafting and budding, selecting 
and packing the ripened fruit—who could 
better accomplish this kind o f w ork?

W H A T IS T H E L IG H T N IN G . 
W ho has not heard of the “ seven wise 
m en of Greece?” T he n am eo f one of them 
was Thales. 
One of the wonderful things 
he did was to rub a piece of am ber briskly, 
and in that way gave it the power of pull­ 
ing toward itself all light bodies, like balls 
of pith or bits of wood, that m ight happen 
to be near it. 
More than two thousand 
years ago he did this, and it was a very 
wonderful thing at th at time, because no 
one had ever done anything of the kind 
before. It seems to be a very sim ple thing 
now. because it has been done so often ana 
men had learned how to do so m any things 
more wonderful. 
W hat only the wisest 
men could find out how lo do at that time, 
m ay he done now by alm ost any little boy 
or girl. 
If you will put some sm all hits of 
cotton on a sheet of paper, then take a 
long stick of sealing wax and rub it w ith a 
dry silk or woolen cloth, you will find that 
the wax, held just a little above the hits of 
cotton, will pull them all up to itself. 
A 
little tiling like this is w hat astonished all 
the wise m en in the world two thousand 
years ago. 
" A nother very pretty little thing you can 
easily do is this. 
H ang a long dry silk ribbon over the first 
finger of the left hand so that the two ends 
shall fall together bc-low. Then put one 
branch of the ribbon between the thum b 
and first finger of the other hand, and the 
second branch between tlie first and second 
fingers; press them tightly and pull them 
quickly out from between the fingers. The 
ends of the ribbon will no longer fall 
together. 
Indeed, they seem to be getting 
as firr away from each other as possible. 
Move them ’about as you will, they refuse 
to touch each other, and you cannot easily 
m ake them come together it you try. 
But 
w hile they show a strong aversion to each 
other, they will quickly fly toward any 
third body"which m ay he held near them . 
B ut the hand between them , and both will 
fly toward i t ; or bring it above either one 
and that one will rise a little way to meet 
it. 
T hat force that lifts the hits of cotton up 
to the sealing wax, and that moves the 
branches of the ribbon in these curious 
ways, is electricity. 
It is brought into 
action by sim ply rubbing the w ax or the 
ribbon. 
W hen you rub kitty’s back in the dark 
electricity is also brought into action, hut 
it shows’ itself in a very different way. 
Little w hite flashes of light, and little 
snapping sounds, tell you oí its presence 
then. 
Is it not a little strange that the 
sam e force which sparkles and crackles so 
lively on T iny’» fur will keep itself so out 
of sight and lie so still w hile playing with 
tlie ribbon ? 
B ut electricity is a curious force, and 
does m any wonderful and som e terrible 
things. 
Men have learned liow to m ake it 
act w ith such violence th at you can scarce­ 
ly believe it to he the sam e thing that acts 
so gently upon the ribbon, and flashes so 
prettily in the fur. They have m ade m a­ 
chines from which the sparks leap through 
a distance of m any inches and sometimes 
more than two feet, going w ith an alm ost 
blinding light and a noise like the report of 
a pistol, and yet it is the same kind of force 
th at moves tlie ribbon. The only difference 
is in its power. 
And now lor a story. 
Once upon a time, 
hut not m any years ago, a very wise man 
who loved to play with electricity because 
he w anted to learn more about its curious 
pranks, seeing som e little sparks going a 
little way through the air, fancied that they 
looked like little flashes of lightning. And 
w hen he heard the little snapping sounds 
he asked himself. “ Is not each of these 
sounds a little peal of thu n d er?” 
A nd so 
he went to thinking of what the terrible 
lightning and thunder could be. 
No m an 
knew anything about it, so whom could he 
ask? 
He saw that they were in the clouds, 
but he could not l!v to them . 
How 
he find out the secret of their light and 
noise? 
No man ever before thought of doing 
the curious thing he did. 
H e determ ined 
to send a messenger up to the next thunder 
cloud th at should come along to ask it if it 
would not send a little of its lightning and 
its thunder—just a little—he did not want 
m uch of the terrible stuff-—down to him .

T h e E x t e n t ok B u d d h i s m .— Buddhism 
has overspread the E astern world like a 
m ighty wave, the subsidence of which is 
nowhere apparent, though it began its m i­ 
raculous course five centuries before the 
dawn of Christianity and more than 1,000 
years before M oham m ed uplifted his voice 
of prophesy in the Arabian deserts. 
It has 
been driven forth from the land of its ori­ 
gin, where the old Bralim inic rites are still 
regnant, hut everywhere else in eastern 
Asia it has taken firm and enduring root, 
uplifting its tem ples beside those of exist­ 
ing faith.*, and prom ulgating its gentle doc­ 
trines everywhere, from 
the equatorial 
lands to the wastes of Mongolia. 
It is di­ 
vided into more sects than Christianity and 
Mohammedanism : hut all derive their in­ 
spiration from tlie teachings of their com­ 
mon founder, and have erected his image 
into a common object of worship. 
Its gos­ 
pels have expanded into libraries, the com­ 
m entary upon them into m ountains of 
literature which would appal Magliabecchi 
or A lbertus Magnus. It has a divided pon­ 
tificate, one seat of authority being in 
Thibet and the other in Ceylon, each but­ 
tressed with a codex as interm inable as the 
Acta Sanctorem of the Roman < ’liurcli, and 
each asserting its claims to prim acy. Con­ 
sidered historically and w ith reference to 
its still active ami vital influence on un­ 
counted m yriads of the hum an race, it is 
one of the most interesting religions known 
to the records of m an, nor is it surprising 
that its study engages m ore and m ore a t­ 
tention of that portion of the world to 
which until w ithin the present generation 
it was but a nam e and a shadow .—[Brook- 
lvn Eagle. 


C o r m o r a n t

mild-eyed Chinese know a thing or two 
about fishing that we are not up to. The 
otter and the corm orant are trained to as­ 
sist in catching the fish in rivers. 
The 
otter is taught to drive the fish into the 
nets, and he does it as skillfully as a h u n t­ 
ing dog drives birds. 
The corm orant, 
however, does all the work him self. 
The 
bird is trained to its occupation with the 
greatest care. 
It is brought up in dom esti­ 
cation. the eggs being set under liens and 
hatched by them . The corm orant will 
catch fish for her master, m an, but she 
will not bother m uch w ith taking care of 
her own children. The trained bird is 
taken out in his boat by the fisherm an. 
It 
stands upon the edge of the boat till its 
m aster gives a signal. 
Then it darts into 
the w ater to do its work. 
It rem ains out 
till it gets its load of fish—sometimes a 
large one, som etimes several sm all ones. 
It tills its throat w ith the sm all ones. Then 
the well-taught creature comes back to the 
boat, and the fisherm an proceeds to em pty 
it out and take possession of the booty him ­ 
self. 
If a fish caught is too large for one 
bird to land, several corm orants join and 
help bring the haul to the boat.—[E x­ 
change.

CALIFORNIA 
FRUIT 
IN 
PACIFIC. 
THE SOUTH 


Consul Griffin, of Auckland, reports to 
the State Department at Washington, that 
the growth of the American fruit trade 
with New Zealand has increased very rap­ 
idly within the last few years. 
The col­ 
ony being south of the equator the sea­ 
sons are reversed, and when fruit is in the 
greatest demand there it is most abundant 
in the I'nited States. 
The California 
fruit-growers have long been aware of this 
fact and have done what they could, with 
help of the New Zealand itrnmrters, to in­ 
troduce their products into tlih colony. 
The voyagt from San Francisco to Auck­ 
land via tlie 
Pacific Steamship route 
occupies about twenty-one days, blit the 
fruit shipped from here of such fine 
quality, and is so superbly packed, and re­ 
ceiver- such care during the transit, that 
ujxm it- arrival there it lta* been found, 
■with very few exceptions, to lie in excel 
lent condition. 
lie adds that when com­ 
munication is more frequent and fa-tor 
steamers are employed on the route, the 
American fruit trade, not only with New 
Zealand, but with all the Australasian col­ 
onies. will swell to vast proportions. 
In 
1^71 New Zealand Imported but ft 1->5,700 
wortli of fresh fruit, but in 1883 the value 
swelled to $414,033, the increase iieing 
steady each year, showing a falling off at 
no time. 
These fruits come from Tasma­ 
nia, New South Wales, Fiji and Califor­ 
nia. and our fruit is always in greater 
demand than any other. So, too. our 
tinned fruits are in good demand and it 
constantly increases. 
Mr. Griffin says that 
the New Zealand canning establishments, 
although supplied with American ma­ 
chinery and aided by a duty of 1 •'> jier 
cent, ad valorem on imported tinned fruits, 
have been wholly unable to drive the 
American goods from the market. 
And 
he says: “ The tine flavor of the Califor­ 
nia fruit, and the low prices at which it 
can be obtained, have done much to 
make it 
popular h ere; 
and 
besides, 
it is well known throughout the colonies 
that the utmost care is taken by the ( ali- 
fornia canners, not only in selecting the 
choicest varieties of fruit, but in filling 
their can- and inspecting them, so as to 
make sure that every one is perfectly sound 
and properly scaled before leaving the 
factory ; and their apples, ¡teaches, jicars, 
plums, grapes and apricots are found in 
every city and town in the colony." 
But 
this California fruit trade in the South 
Pacific has l>een built up only in the face 
of strong opposition. 
First, there was a 
strong local prejudice to overcome, next 
high cost of freights, wharfage, port charges 
and the exorbitant profits of small dealers. 
In October last the New Zealand Govern­ 
ment issued a proclamation that would 
appear to have been specially directed 
against American fruit. 
It appeared just 
as the importations of apples were arriving 
and when the Tasmania and Australian 
fruit shipments had entirely ceased. 
The 
proclamation was aimed against the cod- 
lin moth, a pest introduced into 
New 
Zealand many years ago direct from Eng­ 
land. 
The document issued by Governor 
Jerrois prohibited the bringing in of any 
apples or ¡Kiars in any way infected with 
the insect, or in which “ the said insect is 


or has lieen present in any form or stage of 
development, together with the boxes, bar­ 
rels, or other receptacles, in which apples 
and pear* so infected are, or have been, 
contained.” 
This pronunciamento seems 
to have greatly alarmed our Consul, who 
telegraphed at once to the Minister of 
Customs that large shipments of 
fruit 
were then en route from America, and 
urged him to have the proclamation pub­ 
lished in the United States, to save our 
shippers from loss. 
He also called the at- 
tenion of the local authorities to the fact 
that American fruit invariably arrived 
freer from insects than that from Tasma­ 
nia, New South Wales or any other coun­ 
try. 
He also explained that the danger of 
the moth is so well understood in the 
United States that only a small portion of 
the fruit, such a.- that gathered early in 
the season, is likely to he affected with the 
pest. 
The alarm of the Consul will not 
appear to us -o justifiable, since by indis­ 
creet or unguarded importations Califor­ 
nia received the fruit-insect pests with 
which we are now cursed. 
But his con­ 
clusion that the proclamation was issued 
at a time when it conld operate only 
against American fruits, and was therefore 
partial, would appear to be justified. The 
lesson to us is that our fruit export trade 
is, and will continue to be, seriously men­ 
aced by these insect pests, and that if we 
propose to continue or enlarge it. we mu-t 
exercise 
the 
highest 
degree 
of 
care 
in 
packing, 
and 
also 
rigidlv 
enforce the laws for the 
clearance of 
orchards. These laws have been resisted 
by stubborn and non-progressive men, who 
have claimed it as an inalienable right to 
propagate insect pests upon their own lands 
if they chose. 
But the last Legislature 
was brought to a realizing sen.-e of the 
fatality to our fruit interests of such a doc­ 
trine, and we now have a stringent statute 
giving a proper officer the right of enter­ 
ing upon any orchard preserve to examine 
and cleanse it. 
It appears that last Sep­ 
tember a cargo of fruit from San Francisco 
arrived at Auckland in which were a few 
specimens of the codlin moth. 
It was the 
first time that California fruit received 
there hud lieen seriously affected by in­ 
sects. 
The re-ult was a great excitement 
in Auckland. The press bloomed with 
sensational articles upon the subject, and 
the idea went out that all the New Zealand 
orchards were about to be destroyed by the 
California insect. 
Mr. Griffin says: 
T he subject was brought tip in P arliam ent, 
and although both th e House o f R epresentatives 
and the Legislative Council w ere inform ed th a t 
the 
codlin m oth h ad long been introduced 
here, th a t it did not kill the tree and could be 
destroyed, it was found to be v holly impossible 
to quiet the excitem ent until the G overnor issued 
the proclam ation to w hich I have referred. T he 
insect h ad frequently been noticed in the T as­ 
m ania apples, also in th e boxes containing c i­ 
gars. onions and other goods im ported lrom 
A ustralia. 
The result was to almost wholly stop 
importations of apples into New Zealand 
from California, notwithstanding the fact 
that our apples command a far higher 
price than those slapped from any other 
point to Australasia. 
Mr. Griffin says: 
The quantity and value of A m erican dried 
fruits im ported into New Zealand for 1SS3 were 
six or seven tim es greater th an thoscof th e year 
previous, and A rthur N athan, one of the largest 
im porter- in A uckland, inform s me th at the d e­ 
m and for A m erican evaporated lru it is *o great 
that he ordered by the last .San Francisco 
steam er 3,000 cases o f it. This fruit retains in a 
high degree its natural flavor aud extract, and 
on account ot its popularity Mr. N athan and 
other dealers are m akm gextensive preparations 
to distribute it throughout New Zealand. The 
clim ate and soil of ail Ihe A ustralasian colonies 
are especially uflapted to the grow th of fruits 
com m on to tem perate zones, but not one of 
•hem , tor m any years to com e, w ill be able to 
com pete successfully w ith California in any of 
the various branches o f the fruit-canning in d u s­ 
try. The w ant of skilled labor and the right 
kind of m achinery are the principle obstacles in 
the way, and m oreover there is no convenient 
and econom ical m ethod of getting th e fruit to 
the factories. The railw ays throughout the col 
onies, although ow ned and m anaged bv the dif- 
ererit Governm ents, have established such high 
rate, o f treight th at it Is quite im possible for 
farm ers to undertake to send fruit to m arket e x ­ 
cept in very lim iten quantities, and th e result Is 
that all the fruit-canning factories in A ustrala 
sia are conducted upon a very sm all scale; and, 
m oreover, there is not one of them th a t has 
w hat is called a com plete establishm ent. 
The Consul, after advising that fruit 
cases for his port should lie of the liest 
quality of wood, and put together very 
stoutly, adds : “ It will also lie well enough 
to lx-nr in mind that every apple intended 
for a voyage through the tropics should 
not only lie free from insects, hut perfectly 
sound.” 


SANITARY INSPECTION. 


lVrhaps the need nnd value of house-t< 
house inspection for sanitary purposes has 
nut been more forcibly set forth than in 
the statement of Professor de Chaumont in 
his paper on the influence of density of 
imputation on public health. Comparing 
London and Paris, he found that in the 
former every individual has an area of 
about eighty square meters, while in the 
latter each lias about forty. The result 
was a showing of a lower death rate in the 
city with the larger population—London— 
while the distinction in the character of 
diseases was as marked. Thus, such dis­ 
eases as scarlet fever are more severe in 
I guidon, but on the continent such a* 
typhoid fever and diphtheria, the poison 
and filth diseases, are more common and 
fatal. 
Now what are the conditions? In 
London the streets and sewers are poorly 
kept, filthy, and in many cases abominably 
so; but 
the 
houses are 
scrupulously 
clean. 
The 
English 
town 
house 
is 
the 
perfection 
ot 
neatness, 
and 
from cellar to attic is free front filth. 
But 
in Paris the streets are kept perfectly 
clean, and the sewers are kept in a like 
state, so much so as to be the models of the 
world. 
The Parisian houses, however, are 
as filthy as the sewers are cleanly. 
In 
other words, the Englishman turns all the 
filth into the street, while the Parisian 
keeps the house refuse in his dwelling, and 
sweeps his streets and cleans his sewers. 
Now, if to the cleanliness of the Parisian 
streets and alleys aud drains, could he add­ 
ed house-to-house inspection with a view 
of enforcing observance of sanitary regula­ 
tions, Paris would he the cleanest city in 
the world: and if there is any logic insan­ 
itary science, the first among examples of 
healthful cities. 
If in this country we 
cleanse our streets and sewers ever so much 
and neglect house inspection, we have 
gained little or nothing. 
Houses and lots 
cover a greater area than streets and 
alleys. 
The 
fo rmer 
are 
more 
lia­ 
ble 
to 
accumulate 
filth 
because 
it 
can 
be 
largely 
concealed, 
but 
in 
streets attracts attention and demands cor­ 
rection. 
Then, too, houses 
cover the 
ground and prevent the incursion of the 
greatest deodorizers, the warm rays of the 
sun. 
Beneath houses, therefore, in the 
soured soil are the chicfest seats of poison- 
disease breeders. 
House-to-house inspec­ 
tion alone will disclose the real causes of 
domiciled pests. 
If we were driven to 
choose between two evils, being forced to 


endure one, we could with great Eafety put 
up with filthy streets and 
uncleansed 
sewers than with uninspected houses and 
lots. 
Where there is oue householder w ho 
is diligent in keeping his premises clean, 
and his house-drains free, and the founda­ 
tion ground pure, there is another who is 
careless of these things, another who is a 
non-owner and prefers to take his chance* 
than favor his landlord, and stili another 
who ha* no faith in sanitary regulations 
and believes preventive disease to be a 
myth. House-inspection under health or- 
dinames is the corrective for unsanitary 
conditions in towns and cities. It proceed* 
iqion the wise and just doctrine that no 
man lias the right to menace the health or 
life of his neighbor by neglect of premises 
which may foul the adjacent atmosphere— 
it proceeds, indeed, upon the theory that 
the duty of society is to so govern itself as 
to conserve the greatest good of the great­ 
est number.

RICHARD GRANT WHITE 


In the death of Richard G rant White 
there was lost to the literary world a verv 
bright light. 
W hite was a born critic, but 
unfortunately he lacked discretion, and did 
not (iossscss the art of keeping his temper. 
He knew what to say, but was apparently 
ignorant of what not to say. A-ananalysist 
of the English language and a critic of lit­ 
erary style lie was a remarkably dilligent 
man, and one of admitted great forte and 
power. 
But his incisiveness was so keen 
as to awaken antagonism of a very bitter 
character. 
He did not possess persuasive 
powers. 
He fought with fiails and clubs, 
rather than with polished steel. 
He did 
battle against literary evils with a blud­ 
geon, and was incapable of approaching 
subjects 
except 
with 
his 
fists 
up. 
But, 
with 
all 
these 
failings. 
W hite 
was 
a 
valuable 
servitor 
to literary progression, and a valiant 
warrior against the evils that infest our 
language in these days. 
As a critic of 
writers, W hite was less pugnacious, but 
still too much given to hard blows. 
His 
literary remains are numerous, and a fair 
percentage of his writings will remain as 
valuable contributions to philological sei- 
enco. 
As a Shakesperian student he made 
the best showing, and he will rank as one 
of the most diligent and successful of that 
class; his contributions to Shakespearean 
literature axe exhaustive, and disclose 
what a painstaking worker he was, and 
with what indefatigability he delved for 
information and digged to lav bare truth 
nnd error. 
It may lie said of W hite, in conclusion, 
that while he wrote a great deal of value, 
he wrote a great deal more that was puerile. 
Had lie possessed the ability to check hi.* 
volubility, and to have sifted the minimum 
of wheat from the flood of chaff which he 
ground out. he would have taken very liigl 
rank in the world of letters. 
The reading 
public endured his torrent of language, 
liec au.*e running through it all were vein* 
of pure metal, but it demanded a great 
deal of patience to wade through his dog 
matic verbiage in order to glean the valu 
able. 
A remarkable instance was Mr, 
W1 lite of uncurbed genius, and ability 
running wild with eccentrieitv as its mate,

“ How to be A our Own Lawyer " is the 
title of an octavo volume published bv M. 
T. Richardson, New York. 
We have no 
faith in ¡latent short cuts to knowledge. 
The way to be one's own lawyer is to studv 
the law. and qualify for the bar. Books 
that pretend to teach one how to conduct 
his own legal business are, as a rule, de 
ccits. The redeeming character of the book 
under notice is its compilation of the laws 
of the States and Territories on exemp­ 
tions. transfers of realty, dissents, judg­ 
ment-, notes, debt, marriage, dower, liens, 
trusts, etc. But in so far as it attempts to 
teach general principles of law, it is cer 
tain to mislead—not front its misinforma­ 
tion, there may he none, hut from the fact 
that the doctrine of the law is not to be 
studied in any way short of the old way, 
thorough and exhaustive reading. Títere 
are some valuable pages of statistics, and 
some compact rules that obtain in parlia­ 
mentary practice. 
Three thoughtful, masterly essays, by 
Edward Atkinson, are " What Makes the 
Rate of W a g e s " " What is a Rank '.' ” and

All 
these writers are familiar in print to the 
reading public of California. " Mea Culpa,” 
by Will S. Green, will be remembered as 
the prize story in the R e c o k d -U n io n litcr- 
:iry competition a few years ago. 
The “ English Illustrated Magazine" for 
April is at hand from the publishers, Mac­ 
millan A Co.. New York and London. It 
isa very spring-like and representative num­ 
ber. The frontispiece, “ The Baby’s Lulla­ 
by," is a rich engraving by Knestng, from 
AlmaTadema's picture: Bret Harte’s " A 
Ship o f’tit." continues, as also Hugh Con­ 
way's "A Family Affair," and W. Crane's 
The Sirens Three;” a paper by Archi­ 
bald Forbes, “ Interviewed by an Em­ 
peror;" one by J. E. Panton, “ Highways 
and Byways," are among the more at­ 
tractive of the contents. We know of no 
magazine of like scope that has made such 
genuine progress as this. 
“ The W hite Cross A rm y" is the name 
of a Society which was organized in Eng­ 
land, in connection with church work, for 
the purpose of raising the standard of 
purity and virtue—purifying the thoughts 
and lips of the young, and thus securing 
a higher moral and Christian standard. 
The Society has now transferred its organ­ 
ization to America, and in connection with 
its work a scries of short addresses have 
been published, in nicely-finished small 
pamphlet form, by E. P. Dutton A Co., 
New York, known as “ The White Cross 
Series,” setting forth the workings of the 
new movement, the Divine ideal of man, 
etc.

CHILDREN’S EYES. 
YVh.it Most A ttracted Tliein at the líe- 
cent Loan Exhibition in Sacram ento. 
As a means of observing what most in­ 
terested and impressed itself upon the 
minds of the children of Hie public schools 
who attended the recent Loan Exhibition 
in this city, some of the pupils were asked 
to write out a brief statement of what they 
saw there, and the following are taken 
from among the little scliedule-essays thus 
obtained:

In the 
picture gallery were a good many nice 
pictures. A t'unnv picture represented a 
man 011 a mule. The mule came to a 
scarecrow in the road, and was very de­ 
cided in not wanting to go. 
Master C. 8.—1 saw at the Museum 
three Caníbal forks, and a Indian war club, 
and old soard. and armor ¡11 which a man 
was killed. And the thing that I noticed 
most was sonic old fashion pistols that had 
six barrels, and a pan that came across on 
the May Flower, and a mans thick skull 
and the brass noekles that killed him. and 
a specimine of amythist and a chain 
ueckolis of pearls, and a rope that a man 
killed l.is wife with in Sacramento. A war 
knife from South Africa, and some very 
old watches, and a wetch ball taken from 
the stomieh of a cow, and a birds beak 
with carving on, and some .tapancas hoes 
and arrows. I saw some ice skates, the 
lirst 1 ever saw, and a skeliiton carved out 
of a sollid block of ivori, and a chineas idol 
and buttons cut from the soldiers coats 
and boolits and sloags from the soldiers 
guns, and a bottle from the Chicago fire, 
and King Geordes boot with a wooden sole, 
with a wooden sole, and a oxes horn 
trimcd with gold and the Chief Police 
badge and a Indian nose and ear rings and 
some very old cliirs, and fish and platter 
cut out of stones. 
Miss M. B.—There were all kinds of 
bugs, papers five hundred years old end 
iron suits that they wear in war. There 
were beautiful fans'with diamonds in. and 
beautiful pictures ; there was a lovely pic­ 
ture that the gentleman explained to us, 
and he said it cost $15,000, and a Bible one 
hundred years old, and little white kid 
gloves that little infants wore 40 years ago.

E els Ten F eet Long. 
“ 1 don’t think the average American 
has any idea of what a real big eel is,” said 
an old fisherman to a New York Sun re­ 
porter. “ When they see one a little 


1 larger than usual they say it i- a serpent. 
If they saw the congers ofl the Irish coast 
they would have some reason to call them 
serpent*; for, von know, there are no 
-nuke- in Ireland. St. Patrick drove 
them all into the sea, and it is a common 
superstition that they became conger eels. 
You can't find them anywhere else in the 
world. Of course they catch eels here, 
and everywhere, that they call the conger, 
but they are no more like the Irish conger 
than a sprat is like a salmon. I know it I- 
hard to rredit it, but I have caught score- 
of them ten feet long, and nearly as thick 
n- a man’s thigh. They are only to lie 
found in the deepe-t water, and are fond 
of lurking under great rocks. They are 
caught with a stout line and hook, and 
they will grab at any bait ottered to them. 
But fishermen don’t much care to hook 
them, and when one is hauled into a l>o;it 
lie makes, usually, an unwelcome addition 
to it- occupants. He lashes around like a 
boa-eonstrictor. He never attacks a man, 
but if your foot get- into his mouth you 
must take his head ofl' to get it out again. 
An irisii fishing crew, however, is not 
likely to be long bothered with him. 
They daze him with a blow from a 'ooat- 
liook, anil then cut deep into the back ol' 
Id- neck; but even after that ha- been 
done he must be watched, or he will pass 
quickly over the side and back into the 
-ea. Dublin. I suppose, is the best market 
for conger eels, and after we had caught a 
lot of extra big ones we u-ed to run for 
Kingston harbor and land them 011 the 
pier. Ladies -trolling 011 the pier often 
nearly fainted at seeing one go straight at 
them. It was impossible to persuade them 
that the eel did not intend to attack them. 
The fact i- congers get stone blind when 
they are a few hours out of the water, and 
have no idea where they are going. They 
will live for days, however, out of their 
element. No, not even in the sea will a 
conger attack a man so far as I know. 
They will take a dog down, though. I 
have seen one seize a good-sized water- 
spaniel by the throat and throw its tail 
over its back so that the poor brute sank 
with liardlv a struggle. " 


Birds and In-eets. 
It has been estimated by naturalists that 
from eighty to oue hundred millions of 
bird-’ egg- are destroyed each year, princi­ 
pally by Ixiys. Add to these the living 
birds which are shot in pure wanton ness, 
and then compute, if you can, the thou­ 
sands of millions of injurious insects that 
escape destruction on account of this kind 
of sport. It is calculated that the ravages 
of insects, each year, cost mankind up­ 
wards of fifty millions of dollar-. Were it 
not for the good service of the bird-, it 
would be well nigh impossible to gain a 
living from the -oil. Not many years ago 
the shooting of birds was free to all in 
France, but so great was the destruction of 
the crops and fruits, that laws had to be 
enacted for the protection of the feathered 
friends of the farmer. The people of Aus­ 
tralia were obliged to inqiort birds from 
Europe, at great expense, in order to keep 
their gardens alive. Formerly rewards 
were ottered in England for the destruc­ 
tion of sparrows. Now this is reversed, 
and the premiums are for protection. 
Even the thievish crow is believed, in the 
long run, to do more good than harm. If 
he were exterminated the farmers would 
doubtless discover a value in him which 
now they do not susjiect. As to the owls, 
they are among the most useful of our 
friends. But for their services the world 
might have been long ago overrun with 
mice and other like pests. Boys in gen­ 
eral never stop to think that their sport in 
bird hunting may be harmful. They have 
no idea of the myriads of insect- consumed 
by the pretty songsters. It would be well 
for them to inform themselves on this sub­ 
ject. There are birds enough for a reason­ 
able amount of sport, but it is not policy to 
make victims of them purely for the love 
of killing. As our country becomes more 
thickly settled, the farmers and gardeners 
will need the services of these Im-v friends. 


8i lk C u ltu r e f o b .C h ild re n .—If the 
hovs and girls that have osage hedges 
only knew what a mine of wealth they 
leave the frosts and winds to scatter, 1 
think every one of them would make haste 
to gather their waste leaves and feed 
them to silk worms as I am doing.

May, with one dollar’s worth of eggs and a 
few trays set on shelve-. 1 raised two 
crops, all by my self, and made $154. This 
year, with a little help from papa and 
mamma, and scarcely any expense, Í have 
harvested a $500 crop, and uncle Jay could 
not miss the leaves I gathered from his 
hedge. Isn’t that good enough for one- 
little 10-year old girl, and all from waste 
leaves?—[Genevive A. Earwell, in The 
1 lousehokl. 


P e n ry n .—A correspondent of the Au­ 
burn Argus says that Penryn, 011 the line 
of the Central Pacific, is making rapid 
progress, on the strength of the develop­ 
ment of the surrounding country. The 
granite quarries there are the most noted 
in the State, and employ a large number 
of workmen. As a fruit country it is un­ 
surpassed, and the prospect for the pres­ 
ent season i- the best ever known. Orange 
trees do well there.

ZOOLOlilCAL NOTES. 
RAILROADS, STEAMERS, ETC. 


Prolessor K. D. Cope is contributing to 
the American Naturalist a series of articles 
upon the “ Evolution of the Vertebrate, 
Progressive and Retrogressive.” 
Armed 
with a greater knowledge of the peculiar­ 
ities oi extinct forms than is perhaps pos­ 
sessed by any other living man,kind with 
a wide knowledge of living forms also, 
Professor Cope is well suited for the task he 
has undertaken, and, although he would 
probably not care to indorse as proved ail 
lie has himself advanced, his ideas'are well 
worthy of consideration, and are doubtless 
to a large extent true. 
Dragon tlies are aerial insects, but their 
larvie or immature forms live in the water. 
The eggs must, therefore, be either laid 
under water or upon the under side of 
sticks,stems of wood, etc., on or near the 
surface. 
Observations on this point are 
scarce,but J. E. Todd (American Naturalúst) 
tells how, when camped by Bear creek, 
Dakota, he saw the females of one species 
fold titeir wings backward and crawl down 
the stem of a water plant to lay their 
eggs. 
One was seen to reappear after 
about half an hour, and was seized and 
towed ashore by a m a le. 
Other females 
were seen to fasten their eggs to the under 
side of sticks and stems of weeds, and 
another species was found depositing eggs 
in the stems of bulrushes and eat-tails, the 
female sawing a hole through the skin 
with iier ovipositor and placing the egg in 
the pith.

though there is no fruit shipped in car­ 
loads, at least lias not been in the past, tlie 
am ount of fruit of various kinds th at is 
shipped from th at station is astonishing. 
Yet it need not be iegarded phenom enal 
when the soil and the superiority of the 
fruit produceiI is taken into consideration, 
and the rapid transit enjoyed to m arkets at 
East and West. 
It muv well be said that 
Newcastle and the surrounding country is 
the fruit gem of the Sierra Nevada foot­ 
hills. 
In 180-1, and until June, 1S05, Newcastle 
was the term inus of the Centra! Pacific 
Railroad, and consisted of quite a num ber 
of buildings; 
bu t when the railroad ex­ 
tended further towards the East the once 
busy village became nearly deserted by the 
forwarding firm, hotel keepers, etc., as it 
had been in form er years hv the m iners, 
who had cleaned the precious metal from 
its ravines. 
Among those who rem ained 
in tlie vicinity of Newcastle was O. M. 
Silva, who located some lands near the 
station, and w ith a sm all capital com ­ 
menced to dig among the rocks, 
it is true 
it seemed a herculean task, yet patience and 
perseverance succeeded, and Mr. Silva has 
now in two lots about fifty acres of bearing 
orchard. As is well known, those lands 
produce very early crops of strawberries, 
raspberries and deciduous lruits, and the 
orange cr qis ripen at least one m onth be­ 
fore those in southern California. On the 
4tL inst. <’. M. Kiiva sent to the Sacram ento 
m arket ripe cherries, and since the 29tli 
uIt. straw berries have been shipped. 
At 
the dcpoL on tlie evening of the 4th inst. 
each of the four shipping houses put on 
board tlie overland train a shipm ent of 
strawberries, varying from thirty to fifty 
pounds each, tlie variety of berries shipped 
being known as the Sharpless. 
About nine years ago W. J. W ilson lo­ 
cated on a piece of railroad land about haif 
a m ile from Newcastle, on the A uburn 
road, and entered upon the cultivation of a 
hillside. 
He commenced by planting ber­ 
ries, which yielded him the first year$400. 
and as he was able financially, he planted 
deciduous fruit 
trees and grape vines. 
Among the trees planted in 1S77 and 1878 
were twenty-eight seedling orange trees. 
Mr. W ilson, it is true, lias labored very- 
hard to improve his land, but to-day he has 
sixty acres under cultivation, and probably 
the best arranged as to shipping of any in 
the neighborhood. A t present his place 
pays about $t,nt>0 per year, the cost of labor 
being about $i,200, and when in full bear­ 
ing, say three years from now. he will be 
independent. Some of his orange trees 
paid $20 each last year.

to handle grain at the shipping point w ith ­ 
out charge, although sim ilar advantages 
were not given to the shippers oé other 
classes of freight. In no ease was the hip- 
per prevented from handling his frt ight, if 
he wished to do s >, but in all cases, ®¡ -i; t­ 
ing grain, the railroad m ade a charge if it 
performed the labor. In order to pu t grain 
on the sam e footing as other freight the 
railroad gave notice that where it handled 
the sucks it would charge the shipper • ight, 
cents per ton. 
But a short tim e a$ ; Mr. 
DePue, of Sacramento, who has fo r years 
past made a business of handling freight 
along the line of the road, offered to take 
this work of unloading grain from the 
hands of the railroad for the eight cenre per 
ton charged. H e thought that he eopid do 
the work cheaper than the railroadl'ould, 
and the railroad officials, having found that 
their com putations showed th at tlii road 
would lose money at eight cents par ion.

The orchards a d tin yar.L- planted ir. 
IS83 and 1*84 in the vicinity of T ulare 
City, w hich 1 saw when there recently, 
have m ade a splendid growth. 
The in ­ 
creased grow th of the last year in the 
orchards planted six years ago, and the 
early date at which the fruit can bebratigh j 
to m arket, furnishes abundant proof of the 
excellence of the land in this section of 
T ulare county for oi-chard anil vineyard 
purposes. 
In conversation with Mr. ifor- 
tOll, hf the firm of Page A Morton, who 
have 3,000 acres under cultivation, he 
informed m e of several fruit-growers of 
Central California 
who had purchased 
land in their vicinity for orchard purposes. 
Am ong those he m entioned was C. T. 
Adams, an extensive fruit-grower of New­ 
castle, Placer county, and one or two fruit­ 
growers from Alam eda county. 
H e also 
stated that it is th e intention oí Ins firm as 
soon as surveys can he made, to place about 
1,500 acres of their land upon the m arket

A lthough the fruit industry 
may be said to be of recent introduction 
in the vicinity of T ulare City, 1 regret to 
say th at I found, on my recent visit, an ad­ 
dition to the insert fauna of the district, 
nam ely, the peach m oth, and not previous­ 
ly reported south of Fresno. 
It is probable 
its presence was detected in tim e, as an 
im m ediate warfare was inaugurated, w hich 
undoubtedly will prevent its further spread, 
if not exterm inate it altogether.

In company w ith I. H. Thom as, of 
Visalia, und Mr. Aikens, Fresno was vis­ 
ited, and a day’s drive through the orchards 
and vineyards of this progressive section of 
country was enjoyed. 
In portions of our 
drive we were accom panied by Professor 
Bralv, President of the First National Bank 
of Fresno, Mr. Miller, of the Fresno Iicpvii- 
and Mr. W illiam s, of nursery farm. 
In orchards in some of the colonies, the 
presence of the peach m oth is readily de­ 
tected, and when the pest appears in such 
num ber, only a united warfare will prevent 
its further spread. 
In m any orchards the 
owners seem to take but little notice of its 
presence. This is a serious mistake, as I 
consider the pest a more dangerous enemy 
to the stoned fruit crop titan the codlin 
m oth to the apple and pear crops. 
Professor Bruly called our attention to a 
disease in apricot trees w hich has appeared 
in several orchards, causing their death. 
Mr. Thom as gave as his opinion that the 
early rains last fall caused a new flow of 
sap from the roots, and that the succeeding 
cold w eather prevented its return to the 
roots, and lodged it between tlie bark and 
wood of tiie trunk, w here it became soured 
and destroyed the cam bium layer, and in 
this way causing the death of the tree. 
I 
understand that Mr. W illiam s’ theory is 
th at the flow of sap started early this 
spring, ami cold w eather prevented its re­ 
turning to the roots and consequently the 
death of tiie tree. 
The apricot trees to w hich Professor 
Bralv called our attention were grafted 
upon peach roots. In some trees exam ined 
the peach roots appeared perfectly healthy, 
w hile the outer bark, green layer, inner 
bark and cam bium layer of the trunk of 
the tree above the joint, or point at which 
the graft connected w ith the root, were 
completely destroyed, it is not uncommon 
in this section of country (vicinity oí Sal ­ 
vamento) to find in orchards apricot trees 
dying w hich are grafted upon peach roots, 
especially where the grafted point is placed 
below the surface of the ground ; and also 
to find in the sam e orchard, and w ithin a 
few feet of the trees referred to as dying, 
apricot trees grafted upon peach roots, the 
grafted jo in t being from six to twelve 
inches above the surface of the ground, 
healthy and prolific bearers. 
It appears to m e th at the disc-asc which 
prevented the return of the -ap through the 
cam bium layer probably commenced at 
an earlier period than Mr. Thom as at­ 
tributes it, nam elv, early last fall. On this 
subject Colonel W . •>. Clark w rites: '’ In ­ 
vestigation seems to dem onstrate that the 
cam bium layer is th e seat of life, and iliac 
whenever the direct com m unication be­ 
tween the root and the foliage is cut off in 
this layer during one entire season of 
growth, the whole plant perishes.' 
Therefore, it is possible that the scald or 
other injury t i the bark which destroyed 
the cam bium layer above the grafted joint, 
m ay have occurred in the fall of 1*83 or 
spring of 1-SS4. 
I am inclined to th in k it 
was caused by the unusual heavy spring 
rains of 1884. 
I hope to have an opportu­ 
nity to spend a few days in Fresno early 
next m onth to make further investigations 
of this subject.
